The War 
Office today gave out the following report: : 
‘Battles continue with alternating success m the region south- 
west of Pralea, nineteen versts south of the confluence of the: rivers 
Kasino and Trotus. Rumanian and Russian troops, which were 
attacked seven versts south of Pralea, have advanced two versts. 
“Two night attacks by the enemy at a point two versts south 
of Rekosa, on the river Suchlitza, were beaten back by the Ru-

This was the second daylight ma 
carried out north © of Arras by the 
Canadians» the first restilting in’ the 
capture of sixty prisoners. It was 
marked by many of the same features 
that characterize all such daring and. 
Successful undertakings, except in’ this 
instancé there was no marked increase 
in the prelimihary bombardment, for 
the’ guns, which had been going 
steadily for eight days-in this nelgh= 
bodhood, had cut to ribbons the much. 
vaunted protective wire entanglements, 
It Was just after dawn that the British 
barrage began to sweep over nearly 
four hundred yards of No Man's Land 
that separated the front trenches. As 
it formed its curtain shield of burst- 
ing shells, the Canadians went “over 
the top” on either flank of which a 
Smoke barrage had been flun out, 

Thus sheltered by the arti lery, the 
Canadians trudged forward almost 
gaily through the snow. It was like 
a touch of home to them. | They en- 
couhtered comparatively little resist=- 
ance and a very light machine’ gun- 
fire, and in little more than an hour 
they had cleaned out’ two lines of 
trenches and returned to their own 
lines with their prisoners and- booty, 
The British losses were exceedingly 
light, and all the casualties were 
brought home. The prisoners wére 
mostly Silesians and Poles; One of 
them having been a waiter ina popu- 
lar London hotel before the war.
